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Anna Gourievna i:ESHiKin, nee UEminA, Hussian, 
was born on sovemper 24, 19035 in Krasnoyarsk, Siveria. 
She is reported to nave left kKussia in 1922 anda to 
have subsequently resided for a short period in mnaroin, 
#rom i922 to 1927 she resided for various periods in 
Dairen, veking, Uanton, ssingtao and Snangnei, working 
as a dancing partner. an 1927 whilst residing in 
Canton and during one ot ner visits to nongkong she 
met in the latter city a kKusSian, mem. rese1ikin wnom 
she officially married in nongkong on 30/5/27. an 
movemoer otf tne same year mr. and mrs. seseikin 
proceeded to Australia. nowever, atter ga 4 months 
stay in Australia she left her husband and returned 
to Shanghai. 

She has since been residing in this city 
except for the summers which she spent in Tsingtao, 
where she also worked in the Capacity of a dancing 
partner. It is also reported that during August - 
December 1934 she worked in the "Dalmonte" Cafe, 
Canton, which place is reputed to be an ordinary 
brothel in that city. 

After her return to Shanghai she continued 
working as a dancing partner, but fo: the past 18 
months she has not worked as she was supported by 
a member of the British Military Force, then stationed 
in Shanghai. 
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Since her return to China from Australia 
in 1928 she hes been known under her maiden name, 
Demina, and she has a passport issued in that name 
by the Shanghai City Government, through the Russian 


Emigrants’ Committee, with which organization she is 
registered as a Russian Emigrant. 
While in Shanghai, she has not come to the 
ie notice of the Police in connection with any activities
